Many Attend Political Meeting’ at 
Fraternal Hall; Young Orator 
Makes Hood Impression. 




Johnson enthusiasts filled Fraternal 
Hall in South San Francisco Wednes¬ 
day night for the last rally in this 
region before the presidential primary 
election next Tuesday. E. E. Cun¬ 
ningham, president of the “Hiram 
Johnson for President” Club of San 
Mateo, presided. The stage was well 
decorated with American flags. The 
speakers were M. C. McGuire of San 
Francisco, president of the Boiler¬ 
makers’ Union; Hon. John I). Willard 
of Redwood City and Angelo Scampini 
of South San Francisco. Of thtTthree 
speakers many were heard to declare 
that the local man, who is but a col¬ 
lege student, made the most favorable 
impression. 

In opening, Mr. Cunningham paid 
several tributes to Johnson and what 
he had done for California. McGuire 
dwelt particularly upon what Johnson 
as governor had done for labor. Wil¬ 
lard compared the qualifications of 
the two favorite Republican candi¬ 
dates, Johnson and Hoover. Scam- 
pini’s address was along the line 
of comparing the two men. The young 
speaker showed clearly what he 
termed the “prerequisites” necessary 
to the proper holding of the office of 
President, and wont on to show that 
in his opinion Hiram Johnson had 
these qualities in a very large degree. 
Mr. Scampini dealt fairly with both 
Hoover and Johnson.

CELEBRATION SATURDAY; AIR

Many thousands of visitors are ex¬ 
pected at Redwood City Saturday, the 
occasion being the great Aviation Day 
celebration, plans for which have been 
going on for many weeks. It is be¬ 
lieved that it will be-^>ne of the big¬ 
gest celebrations ever held in San 
Mateo county. The affair is being 
given under the combined auspices of 
the Redwood post of the American Le¬ 
gion and the local fire department. 

The day’s festivities will start with 
the arrival of a submarine chaser at 
9 a. m., which will unload 100 blue¬ 
jackets and a marine band. There will 
be coursing at the aviation field, be¬ 
ginning at 10 ,o’clock, and at 10:30 
the big parade, the feature of the day, 
will start. This parade is planned to 
eclipse anything ever shown in the 
county seat before. It. is expected 
there will be five bands in line and 
many beautiful floats and marching 
organizations. There will be prizes 
given for the best floats, best drilled 
organizations, best Legion turnout, 
etc. 

At noon a barbecue will be given at 
the aviation field for all visiting ser¬ 
vice men and aviators. 

In Hit' afternoon a thrilling exhibi¬ 
tion of fancy flying has been arranged 
for, the event being called an aerial 
circus. There will also be an aerial 
seventy-five-mile race. 

There will be dancing in the after¬ 
noon and the celebration will end with 
a grand ball at night.

It is 
believed, however, that this difficulty 
has been surmounted and within a 
few days the future' location of the 
telegraph otfice will be announced 
and as soon ns possible thereafter the 
equipment will be installed.

Young Highwaymen Who Robbed 
l*urty of South San Franciscans at 
Holy Cross Are Taken. 


Four youths between the ages of 16 
and 30 years were captured by the 
police automobile detail Wednesday 
morning, and after two hours of grill- 
ing three of them confessed they are 
the auto gang that used a shotgun in 
a series of recent hold-ups. 

The robbing of thirteen persons on 
the Twin 1‘eaks road last Saturday 
night and a half dozen others near the 
San Mateo county line the previous 
morning were related in their confes¬ 
sions. 

The confesed bandit trio are: 
Walter llines, 16 years old, 370 Shot- 
well street. 

Jack O'Keefe, 19 years old, 144 Win¬ 
field street. 

Robert Ogle, 30 years old, 11 Bryant 
Terrace. 

The fourth youth' under arrest is 
John Ryan, 19 years old, who lives 
in the vicinity of Twenty-first and 
Bryant streets. 

The police were unable to connect 
Ryan with any crime save the grand 
larceny of an automobile and auto 
accessories, but it was the arrest of 
Ryan that brought about the arrest 
of the other three. 

The four youths were rounded up 
by Detectives Peter Hughes, Charles 
Dulles, Philip Lindecker, and George 
Wall, who brought them before Ser¬ 
geant Arthur McQuaide, in charge of 
the auto detail. At the end of an hour 
Hines broke d^ivn and confessed. 

Following the confession of Hines, 
his companions, O'Keefe and Ogle, 
talked freely to the detectives and 
laughed over the humorous encoun¬ 
ters they had during their whirlwind 
career as bandits..

CITY TRUSTEES HOLD 
IMPORTANT MEETING 

Commissioners and City Officers Ap¬ 
pointed; Bid for IVliter System 
Is Rejected. 


Before one of the largest audiences 
that ever attended a city trustees’ 
meeting in San Bruno the board met 
Wednesday night and transacted a 
great amount of business, the meet¬ 
ing lasting over three hours and with 
all that time crowded with business. 
Many of the citizens present ex¬ 
pressed appreciation of the business¬ 
like manner witli which city affairs 
were disposed of. 

Chairman A. S. W. Grundy an¬ 
nounced the appointment of the fol¬ 
lowing commissioners and officers: 

Commissioners—Finance, A. S. W. 
Grundy; commerce and welfare, Dr. 
F. H. Smith; public works. J. T. 
O’Connor; health, Harry Palmer; 
light, water, and fire, Patrick Kane; 
city attorney. John F. Davis, salary 
$75 a month; city marshal and tax 
collector, William Wedell, salary 
$125 a month; deputy tax collector, 
Nettie A. Willits, salary $25 a month; 
traffic officer, William Kidd, salary 
$20 a month; city recorder, J. M. Cus¬ 
ter, salary $15 a month; janitress, 
Mrs. M. E. Venable, salary $25 a 
month; engineer and street superin¬ 
tendent, George Kneese. 

There was some discussion con¬ 
cerning the separating of the offices of 
city engineer and superintehdent of 
streets, two of the trustees holding 
tl»is should he done and also that a 
resident of San Bruno should lie given 
the position, but on a statement of the 
chairman that efficiency alone should 
be the first consideration and that the 
combining of the two offices prevented 
a duplication of work, the matter was 
dropped. 

A communication was received from 
the fire department asking that Louis 
Traeger he appointed fire commis¬ 
sioner. The appointment was made 
by vote. A letter from the merchants 
of San Bruno, asking that H, A. Bew- 
ley be appointed a fire commissioner, 
was laid over for consideration. A 


communication from the Fifth Addi¬ 
tion Improvement Club, stating that j 
all that was necessary to secure the j 
Huntington avenue railroad crossing ! 
i is for the city to make the approaches * 
and urging that this be done, was re-! 
ferred to the commissioner of public j 
works. 

A communication from organiza¬ 
tions holding meetings in Carpenter’s 
Hall, calling attention to the poor 
condition of the two streets on which | 
the building faces and asking that 1 
they be put in better condition, was ! 
referred to the commissioner of public 
works. 

Pending the receipt of other appli¬ 
cations, the board withheld action on 
the application of Catherine A. Cohn 
to furnish the assessment and other 1 
books for the city, but went on record ( 
as favoring the giving of this work j 
to a San Bruno resident. 

The Center Club asked assistance in j 


finding and improving a field suit¬ 
able for a baseball grounds. This was 
also referred to the commissioner of 
public works. 

Th clerk made application for a re¬ 
volving fund of $50 to $100, to be kept 
in her office for the purpose of making 
change, payment of petty bills, etc. 
Action was withheld until the next 
regular meeting. 

The clerk requested that an assist¬ 
ant be allowed her for three months, 
during which time the assessment roll 
for 1920 will be completed. This was 
laid over until next regular meeting, 
with the instruction that the clerk se¬ 
cure help for that time. 

Resolution No. 230, confirming the 
appointment of the above commis¬ 
sioners, was passed by a majority 
vote, Trustees Grundy, Smith, and 
O’Connor voting yes and Trustees 
Kane and Palmer voting no. 

Trustee Kane moved that thq attor¬ 
ney he instructed to draw an ordi¬ 
nance forbidding the keepjng of live¬ 
stock to such an extent that it creates 
a nuisance. The attorney was in¬ 
structed to submit same for approval 
by the board at the next, regular 
meeting. 

Trustee O'Conor moved tlipi every 
applicant for a building permit sub¬ 
mit two sets of plans to the board. 

| one to be filed by the clerk. Motion 
carried.

Trustee Smith introduced a resolu- j 
tion calling for a report from the 
city treasurer every thirty days, show¬ 
ing the exact location of all city 
moneys, securities and bonds, etc. 
Carried. 

Trustee Smith also moved that an 
invoice be made of all city property 
on December 31st and June 30th, same . 
to be filed for permanent record. Car¬ 
ried. 

Trustee Kane suggested that a 
property custodian he appointed to 
take charge of all property taken on 
the highway and to make a report of 
same to the hoard every thirty days. 
The marshal was instructed to act as 
such and to make such a report. 

The board voted to reject the bid of 
James Currie for the proposed water 
system for San Bruno Park, as Mr. 
Currie's bid was above the engineer’s 
estimate. The board voted to adver¬ 
tise for new bids on this work. 

Tlie attorney was instructed to fur¬ 
nish the board with the correct 
method to pursue in securing the 
right to lay sidewalks along the high¬ 
way. 

A building permit was granted to 
Prosper Bon to erect a tour-room 
bungalow in San Bruno Park for A. 

P. NVillets and family. 

The board requested the city clerk 
to communicate with the Recreation 
Center and ask for a complete report 
as to the members, specific objects, 
who are allowed to join this club, how 
tlie meetings are held, etc. Also to 
give a complete report us to bow their 
money is expended. 

The hoard voted to establish a 
requisition system, whereby each 
member of the board will make out 
bis requisition and the board will

“Labor should get over the idea that it is oppressed, and realize that it 
is better off than labor in any other part of the world. Capital must make 
up its mind that it cannot in time of peace continue to make a war-time 
profit.”

A larger consumption of beans 
on the part of the public will ma¬ 
terially lower the cost of living and 
they are about the only important 
food product that is reasonable in 
price at this time, in fact, materially 
lower than prices which prevailed two 
years ago. Beans are sold closer to 
the cost of production than any other 
staple food and are therefore the most 
economical edible in daily use. 

Domestic beans are an excellent 
substitute for potatoes and meat, and 
-with the warm weather coming on. 
being rich in protein, the importance 
of their food value and low cost 
should be more fully realized by the 
average housewife. This is espe¬ 
cially important when the housewife 
is having great difficulty in trying to 
keep the family grocery and meat bill 
within the limits of the family in¬ 
come. Another advantage that beans 
have over the ordinary edible is that 
they can be purchased in quantity 
and put away in the pantry without 
any possibility of deterioration. Every 
housewife, should avail herself of the 
present low price and put in a supply 
against a rise in price later in the 
season.
